ISAYS STRIKEWASA | 
“BRAZEN CHALLENGE} 


‘HEMUST OPERATE 


REV. M. H. WILSON, C.AALGARY, DE- 
CLARES SfRIKE WAS GAGE.’ 
THROWN TO CONSTITUTED 

AUTHORITY. 


Rev. Wilson, Calgary, pastor of Ker- 
risdale Presbyterian Church, gave his 
congregation some patriotic advice 
last Sunday morning. Preaching from 
the text, Nehemiah, 4:14, “Remember 

.... and fight,” he said Nehemiah 
was one of God’s great soldiers, a man 
of faith and vision, a man whose trust 
in God was supreme. But faith meant 
action. He “prayed and set a watch.” 
He used few words, and in a soldier- 
like simple way told of the tremend- 
ous difficulties that confronted him 
from open foes and secret foes. Foes 
without and foes within the camp. 
Foes among his own workmen,and the 
foe of “pacifism.” Nehemiah, said 
the preacher, recognised the situation, 
and standing firmly for “right,” he re- 
arranged his forces and said “Remem- 
ber (the character of your foe) and 
fight.” 

The workmen had toiled for a long 
time and were growing weary, were 
nearly exhausted, and there was still 
much to be done. “Rubbish (i.e., dust) 
is stifling us,” they said. Nehemiah 
replied “Remember the foe and his 
tyranny. Remember God... and 
fight.” The pacifist said: “You can- 
not succeed. Labor, energy, time is 
consumed in vain. Let us come to 
terms.” Nehemiah said : “Come to 
terms with whom? Can you _ trust 
your foe? No. Remember 
and fight.” Nehemiah saw the vital 
situation, and put aside comparative 
trifles. He said: “Remember the im- 
portant-facts and fight.” 

“Four years ago today our Empire 
was all excitement. War was declar- 
ed. We were suddenly face to face 
with serious business. But our worst 
fears never approached the grim real- 
ities that have come—and the end is 
not yet. Unfortunately the foes are 
not all external. All that is inhuman, 
incarnated in Prussianism, challenged 
the forces of right. Undaunted, Brit- 
ain accepted the challenge. Now, 
with clearer vision, we see what that 
involved. The way to victory and 
peace may yet be long and strewn 
with dead, slippery with gore, marked 
by desolated homes and _ breaking 
hearts. But we are convinced more 
than ever that our cause is right, and 
we are determined to “Remember... 
and fight.” 

LIBERTY, TRUTH, AND JUSTICE. 


“Anew we dedicate ourselves to the 
cause of liberty, truth and justice. 
But remember that our weapons must 
be those of liberty, truth and justice. 
The events lately occurring in Van- 
couver indicate that some have for- 
gotten this,” said the preacher. 

“Nehemiah,” he proceeded, “en- 
countered difficulty with his own work- 
men—the men for whom he was work: 
ing and for whose wives and children 
he was fighting. We remember the 
early days of this great war. Guns 
were few. The British army, & com- 
paratively little company (contempt- 
ible). Ammunition even scarcer than 
the guns. Anxious day were those. 
But the loyalty of the British people 
—Canadian people—and above all, to 
loyal, devoted, self-sacrificing women, 
have now changed these conditions, 
Our anxieties today arise because of 
the foes within—known and unknown. 

“One of the most brazen challenges 
ever offered to our boasted Canadian 


A | constituted authority,” said Rev. Mr. 


Wilson, “was that of-the 24-hour 
strike called in connection with the 
death of an evader, who, by his own 
conduct had made himself an outlaw. 
Our sympathy is with labor and with 
unionism, and we are allies with all 
forces that oppose tyranny and op- 
pression wherever these are found. 
But unionism in the hands of anar- 
chism will surely prove a_ terrible 
scourge. Thousands of the members 
of the unions agree with us in this 
matter, and if they obeyed the voice of 
their ‘superior officers’ they did it 
with shame in their hearts, and not 
without protect by voice and action, 
as we know by the events as they oc- 
curred. 

BETWEEN SLAVERY ANDLIBERTY 

“The day has come when a conflict 
of some kind cannot be avoided. It 
may mean a great upheaval within 
the unions, for members may be com- 
pelled to choose between anarchy and 
order, between Bolshevikism and sane, 
reasonable government, in fact, be- 
tween slavery and _ liberty. Nehe- 
miah’s word to us is ‘Remember 
the evils which have always followed 
the lead of anarchy; remember the 
results in Russia; remember that all 
you enjoy today of liberty, justice, 
home, and even life itself have been 
obtained and retained in opposition to 
the whole spirit of selfish anarchism 
and ‘remembering the battles 
of your forefathers, fight.’ 

“It is a trying time. The first glow 
of enthusiasm has worn off. The in- 
spiration that comes from a view of 
the goal that ig surely ours has not yet 
come. We are in the most trying per- 
iod. The word comes to us ag true 
Britons, as true Canadians, ‘Quit ye 
like men! Be strong.’ In spite of the 
weariness and monotony and suffer- 
ing—when we feel the ‘dust’ and 


‘stour’ as never before, the word 
comes to us ‘Remember and 
fight!” 


TO CRUSH PRUSSIANISM. 

Mr. Wilson also pointed out that 
they were not out to crush Germany 
or any other nation, but to crush 
Prussianism, and that meant.all those 
who ranged themselves on the side 
of Prussianism. God called us, he 
said, along the same path that led His 
Son to Calvary. The choosing of that 
pathway might lead us to a great deal 
of present suffering, but the issue was 
worth while. “God has surely made 
man for something more than tempor- 
ary ‘peace, comfort and wealth.’ God 
intends man to do noble, self-sacrifi- 
cing things. It is for the things of the 
soul we are fighting, for the things 
precious to us beyond measure, for 
the things that -re pre-eminently the 
legacy we have : acefved asCanadians,

MR, TREVZ SPEAKS AT 
CHAUTAUQUA: 


Mr. Edward F. Trevz, of the U.S. 
Food Administration gave an inter- 
esting and instructive address at the 
Chautauqua last Wednesday night. 

He spoke from personal experience, 


having studied the situation in Eng- 
land France, Italy, and even Germany. 

He said that it seemed almost pre- 
sumption for an American to get up 
and tell a Canadian audience anything 
about this war, as they had been three 
years late in coming in. There were 
several reasons for; this, the chief of 
which was the number of’ dissenting 
voices from all over the country. For 
his own part, and he-knew there were 
thousands like him, he ‘had wanted 
to come into the war at the time of 
the Lusitania disaster: The _states- 
man, Wilson, however, knew better, 
and held them back. ; 

The main reasons given by Mr. 
Trevz for the non-entrance of the 
U.S. into the war at an earlier date 
were two. In the first place the Uni- 
ted States had no political treaties— 
her treaties are purely commercial— 
she has no allies in this war, merely 
co-belligerents. United States did 
not stand in a relationship to Belgium 
similar to that of Great Britain. But 
the causes for which the allies are 


+] contesting are different to what they 


were at first. At first there was just 
the neutrality of Belgium to be main- 
tained, but as the war progressed 
there occurred those atrocities which 
were a challenge to the idealism of all 
men of the Anglo-Saxon race. Finally 
with the desire of Germany to domin- 
ate the world politically the United 
States felt that it was time to object 
Then again the U.S. is possessed of 
a most heterogeneous population. The 
42 million foreigners, four and a half 
million of whom are German born, had 
to be reckoned with. But finally in 
April, 1917, war was declared and by 
that Presidential declaration the Uni- 
ted States is bound to stay in the war 
till the German people change their 
form of government, since congrss will 
not deal with Germany's present im- 
perial form of government. 

The first problem faced by the U.S. 
was ships. England sent over a great 
number of merchant marines, and, 
Germany with almost equal kindness, 
left 107 steam ships in U.S. ports when 
war was declared, all of which ships 
are now carrying U.S. soldiers over 
to France. 

Two weeks after a state of war 
was declared, seven million dollars 
was voted to the allies and six weeks 
after the U. S. declared war they had 
registered 10 million men and _ had 
drafted two million, and all without 
a whisper of protest, much less riot 
or revolution. At present Mr. Trefz 
said the U. S. has 1,391,000 men in 
France, by four o’clock Wednesday 
morning she will have 1,468,000, and 
by September 15, it is expected that 
the U. 8S. will heve an army equal to

Four million, two hundred and 
twenty-seven thousand women have 
enlisted in Great Britain at soldiers’ 
pay for the duration of the war, Not 
an ambulance train or elevator is run 
by a man in the entire country—wo- 
men are the guards, porters and con- 
ductors on the trains, they are work- 
ing by the thousands in factories of 
various kinds. In making ammunition 
35,000 are engaged. As farmerettes 
they are equal to any two ordinary 
men, in the opinion of the farmers. 
In eighteen months they have  in- 
creased “Great Britain's acreage by 
three and one half million acres. With 
the girls it is not as it was with the 
men who formerly worked on the 
farms. It is not a question of wages 
—she knows that the army she is 


{fighting to protect her must be fed 


and she does her part. 

Regarding the food situation, Mr. 
Trefz'said that when they were sent 
over. they ;were put under oath to re- 
port only what they themselves actu- 
ally saw. They did not take the word 
of Lord Rhondda, nor that of Lloyd 
George, but they. went into the ‘homes 
of the people and found that for 
twenty-seven months the people did 
not have enough to eat. They lived 
on ‘practically half rations. Three- 
fourths of.a pound of meat a week 
was the allowance, and bread was 
made from 20 per cent. white flour 
and .80 per cent. substitute.

5,500,000 mén 
had been contributed to the 37 various 
fronts which she is holding. ‘“To- 
night,” Mr. Trefz said, “little old Eng- 
land is holding the longest battle line 
the world has ever seen, and it has 
never been broken and never will be. 
If the U.S. does fifty per cent as well 
as England has done the war will be 
over in ninety days.” : : 


Turning to France, Mr. Trefz said 
that there. the supremeof sacrifice was 
seen. Out of 39,000,000 million pop- 
ulation, France has at present 7,000,000 
in the battle line. Two hundred and 
twenty-nine of France’s most beauti- 
ful towns and villages have been ut- 
terly destroyed. 

The terrible atrocities of the Ger- 
mans were verified by: Mr. Trefz, He 
had seen for himself what high cul- 
| ture could be capable of when it de- 
scended into barbarism. Tales of 
terrible treatment of allied prisoners 
and French and Belgian women were 
related. That we today are not sub- 
ject to such treatment we may thank 
the soldiers of Britain, France and 
Canada, for it was their work during 
the years of 1914 and 1915 that saved 
the day. 

Mr. Trefz said regardless of what 
anyone else does now, unless God Al- 
mighty creates a new man and calls 
him a demigod, the deeds of the Can- 
adian soldiers will never be paralleled 
much less surpassed. The heroism of 
the Canadians at Ypres; at Courcelett® 
and at Vimy—Canada’s greatest mon- 
ument—was graphically depicted by 
the speaker The kaiser, he said, 
would rather have Vimy tonight than 
any other place in France, because 
from there he can go either to Paris 
or Calais. But he has not dared: to

Never- 
the less it is necessary to get 4,000,000 
bushels of grain over from America, 
and to do this means sacrifice on our 
part. ~ . 

Provided their duties are recognised 
and the necessary sacrifices are made, 
Mr. Trefz prophesies that out of this 
sacrifice shall spring up a new man- 
hood and a new womanhood—a new 
race with souls oriented toward the 
east.

SALVAGE SHIPS SUNK BY | j 
“U-BOATS

From January, 1915, to the end of 
May, 1918, 407 ships sunk . by the 
Germans in British waters have been 
salyaged, according to details of the 
work of the admiralty salvage depart- 
ment, made public in the press. 

Up to December 1917, 260 ships 
were recoyered. In: the present year 
to the end of May 147 have been sal- 
vaged, the increase being due to im- 
proved methods. - 

Among the difficulties encountered 
has been the emission of poisonous 
pases from the rotting cargoes of the 
sunken ships, which sometimes have 
caused the loss of lives. One salvage 
ship was torpedoed while working on 
a wreck, while sometimes the work of 
weeks is destroyed by the rough sea. 
Feats performed, by the salvage de- 
partment include the raising of a 
large collier sunk in twelve fathoms 
of water and involving a dead lift of 
3500 tons.

Mother dear—June has passed and 
July has made its advent under 
weather conditions that sfvor of the 
ideal summer: sultry, sunshiny days 
occasionally giving way to cool cloudy 
ones, though barren of rain, mellow, 
starlit nights that dispel the heat and 
glare of the day, and laden the air 
with the fragrance of fleld and wood- 
land. Grain crops are ripening fast, 
in fact in places the harvest has al- 
ready commenced, but not to the hum 
of the binder or the clatter of the 
mower, but the laborious swish swish 
of scythe or sickle.

SERVICE HAS NOW 
BEEN FORMED 


HAS FOR PRIMARY OBJECT DE- 
FENCE OF CANADA SAYS ACTING 
MINISTER.

Ottawa, Aug. 9.—Hon. A. K. Me- 
Lean, acting minister of the depart- 
ment of naval service yesterday an- 
nounced the formation of the Royal 
Canadian Air Service. This organiza- 
tion which will come under the direc- 
tion of the naval department, has for 
its primary object the defence of Can- 
ada's coasts, but men enlisting in the 
new air force will be liable for service | # 
outside the Dominion if necessary. 

Candidates accepted for the Royal 
Canadian Air service will be entered 
as cadets and will be required to sign|/¥ 
on for three years or for six months 
after the duration of the war. 4 

It was stated at the department yes-|& 
terday that pilots of seaplanes, air- 
planes and kite balloons were re- 
quired immediately in connection with 
the new organization. Only young 
men born of natural British subjects 
between the ages of 1744 and 26 and 
in the highest medical category, will 
be accepted, and arrangements have 
been completed with the militia 
authorities under which accepted can- 
didates will be released for service in 
the Royal Canadian Air service. Sea- 
plane cadets, it is said, will be trained 
in the United States this winter and 
airship cadets will be sent to England 
for training. 

The naval department is now open 
to receive applications from young 
men with the necessary qualifications 
who wish to enter as pilots in the air 
service. Applications should be made 
on the forms supplied for the purpose 
which may be obtained by writing to

TOTAL NUMBER UP TO THE END 
: OF MAY LAST WAS 2,000 


Ottawa, Aug. 9.—The number of 
Canadians who have joined the Royal 
Air Forces and its predecessors, the 
Royal Naval Air Service and the Roy- 
al Flying Corps, since the outbreak of 
the war is not available for publica-| 
tion owing to military reasons. The 
same secrecy, however, is not applied 
to the other activities in Canada, in 
connection with the development and 
maintenance of the allies air services. 

In January of last year, the Im- 
perial Munitions Board through Can 
adian Airplanes Limited, commenced 
the construction of aeroplanes for 
training purposes in Canada. 

The total number of machines man- 
ufactured up to the en of May to- 
gether wh the spaces was 2.900. 

The number of employes engaged 
at this factory is 2,500 and -ecently 
the plant has been engaged in 
constructing a number of bonbing 
planes for the United States wavy, 
showing how closely the two aulied 
countries of North America are Co- 
operating in their efforts to heat the 
Hun. 


PLACING CONTRAC:S 

The Imperial Munitions board ras 
placed a contract for the zonstruction 
of an important number of the latest 
improved type of high-power aero- 
plane engines, to be used in equipping 
fighting planes for service at the front. 
This is a somewhat surprising devel- 
opment for a country so young as 
Canada in the aeroplane making in- 
dustry as this particular design of en- 
gine represents the highest class of 
workmanship attained in any mach- 
ine of this nature yet produced. 

No engines are manufactured at the 
national plant, but are supplied from 
various outside sources and assembled 
and mounted there. The _ principal 
materials entering into the construc- 
tion of the machines—apart from the 
engines—are spruce, fir and high 
grade linen, all of which are used in 
fabricating the wings. A large num- 
ber of women are employed at the 
plant in this capacity. The bodies of 
the machines are composed of the 
wooden frame covered with canvas.

CANADIANS IN BIG 
BRITISH DRIVE 


Prussians and Bavarians Fled Before 
Advancing Infantry and Tanks Leaving 
Many Guns Behind 


HAIG IN GENERAL COMMAND

With the British army in France, 
Aug. 8.—Fighting their way through 
the Germans at dawn, on a front of 
over 15 miles, astride the river Somme 
British and French troops this after- 
noon had reached points from five to 
six miles inside lines which this morn- 
ing belonged to the enemy. 

The Prussians and Bavarians fied 
before the advancing infantry and the 
tanks, leaving many of their guns be- 
hind them. 

Large numbers of prisoners have 
been taken both by the British and 
the French and heavy casualties un- 
doubtedly have been inflicted on tue 
enemy. Thus far everything has been 
accomplished with exceptionally small 
losses to the allies. 

Of one entire British corps, for in- 
stance, two hours after the attack be- 
gan, only two officers and fifteen men 
of the ranks were reported as captur- 
ed. The artillery has followed up the 
storm troops closely and now is hurt- 
ling shells down upon the enemy for- 
ces, which, taken by surprise and 
firecely attacked,must be in a crippled 
condition. That means that reinforce- 
ments are on the way to help them. 


What tomorrow holds for the enemy 
cannot be forecasted, but the outloo 
is not a promising one under present 
conditions. 

Moreuil and the country front ad- 
joining Villers-Lux-Erables, have been 
taken by the French, while the Brit- 
ish have captured the Dodo and Ham- 
el woods and Marcelcave after hard 
fighting and pushed a considerable 
distance beyond. 

Especially hard fighting was ex- 
perienced and is still in progress on 
the left flank of the French in the 
neighborhood of Morlancourt. The 
weather helped in the advance. 

North of the attacked zone, the bar- 
rage began at 4 o’clock this morning 
and lasted four minutes. Tanks then 
rolled forward and with them the in- 
fantry swarmed toward the enemy 
lines. These lines were reached and 
passd as a mist started to roll in. 

All along the line, except possibly 
northward on the left flank, very little 
enemy shilling was experienced after 
the attack got: well under way. 


ADAPTED FOR OPEN WARFARE 


Nearly all the country already 
fought over and that now lies in front 
of the allied forces is low and rolling, 
and especially adapted to open war- 
fare. One new German _ division, 
which had just arrived ‘in this line, 
before the attack was launched, was 
told to expect local attacks. Prison- 
ers taken from this division say that 
they had heard nothing of a general 
attack being contemplated.

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TANK CHASING GENERAL. | 


Where the tanks and the armored 
car batteries pressed forward in the 
rolling country there was much agita- 
tion among the enemy. A report came 
back that a.British tank, probably one 
of the fast ‘ttle whippets, had been 
seen chasing a frightened German 
general up the road. But the enemy 
general was not alone in the direction 
in which he was going. Observers 
reported considerable columns of en- 
emy transport going eastward in a 
hurry during the middle of the day. 

Further south, the tanks likewise 
did excellent work. They also had 
been taken across the river Luce un- 
der the cover of night and they did 
valuable work in assisting in the cap- 
ture of Dodo wood and Hamel wood 
and the nearby high ground. 

Slightly north of here the British 
batteries moved forward so rapidly 
that they were up and firing in their 
new positions 80 minutes after mid- 
night when the infantry went over 
the top, followed at first in this par- 
ticular case by the tanks 1,000 yard 
in the rear. 


PROTECTED BY THE WEATHER 


At 6 o’clock the weather was so 
thick that objects 20 yards away were 
hardly visible and the British were 
not slow to take the opportunity to 
plunge through under its protection. 
About 6.45 the first prisoners began 
coming back. They were unwounded 
and looked clean, as if they had just 
come off parade, showing how con- 
plete had been the surprise. The 
British pounced on them before they 
had th slightest chance to give battle. 


The prisoners that arrived later 
were not so clean, and they came 
rearward carrying wounded on stret- 
chers. 


The British artillery, which had 
started off with a thunderous roar, 
by 7 o'clock had quieted down to a 
virtual silence. This was because the 
artillery had ceased firing while it 
was being advanced to keep up with 
the infantry and the tanks. It was the 
tanks which, by 7 o’clock, had ruiled 
ponderously into Cerisy, driving out 
the enemy, and in a few hours, in a 
difficult manoeuvre, took the woods 
opposite. 


TOOK MANY GUNS. 


The tanks crossed the Avre and did 
excellent work here, too, with the in- 
fantry.On the peninsula between the 
Ancr and the Somme, the British 
captured many guns.

COUNTER STRIKES EXPECTED 


It may be taken for granted that 
further enemy counter strokes will 
develop, either “organized from the 
forces. now: in.front of the allied 
rtoops, or from’ fresh forces ‘that 
Crown Prince. Rupprecht undoubtedly 
will ‘try to hurry-up from other sec- 
tors. Further reports of heavy fight- 
ing may, therefore, be expected. 

London, ‘Aug. 8.—Field Marshal 
Haig’s statement concerning the new 
offensive by the British and French 
troops shows that the enemy line had 
been driven in about seven miles and 
a half in the’center at Le -Plessier, 
which lies southwest of Moreuil. It 
shows that goodly gains also have 
been made eastward over the front 
of 15 miles lying between Le Plessier 
and Moriancourt. . 


The statement states that no esti- 
mate can be made concerning the 
prisoners, guns and material captured, 
but that several thousand prisoners 
and many guns have been taken. 


The text of the communication 
says: 

“The operations commenced this 
morning on the Amiens front by the 
French first army under command of 
Gen Debentry and the British fourth 
army under Sir Henry Rawlinson, are 
proceeding successfully. The assem- 
bly of allied troops was completed 
under cover of night, unnoticed by the 
enemy. 


“At the hour of assault l’rench, Can- 
adian, Australian and Engiish divis- 
ions, assisted by a largo number ct 
British tanks stormed the Germans 
on a front of over 20 miles. [rom the 
Avre river at Braiches to Morlancourt 
the enemy was taken by surprise and 
at all points the allied forces have 
made rapid progress. 

“At an early hour our first objec- 
tives had been reached on the whole 
of the front attacked. 


During the morning the advance of 
the allied infantry continued actively 
assisted by British cavalry, light tanks 
and motor machine gun batteries. 

The resistance of the German div- 
isions in the line was, overcome at 
certain points after sharp fighting 
and many prisoners and a number of 
guns were captured by our troops. 

The French troops, attacking with 
great gallantry, crossed the Avre river 
and, despite the enemy’s opposition, 
carried hostile defences. : 

North of the Somme the German 
part of our final objectives were 
gained beforg noon, but in the neigh- 
borhood of Chillipy and south of Mor- 
lancourt parties of the enemy offered 
prolonged resistance. 

“In both localities the fighting was 
heavy, but ultimately our troops broke 
down the opposition of the German in- 
fantry and gained their objectives. To 
the south of the Somme the gallantry 
of the allied infantry and the dash and 
vigor of their attack had gained dur- 
ing the afternoon the final objectives 
for the day on practically the whole 
of the battlefront. 

Assisted by our light tanks and ar- 
mored cars, cavalry passed through 
the infantry and beyond our objectives 
riding down the German transport and 
limbers in their retreat, and captur-

GEORGE the FIFTH, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and of the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, KING, Defender of the Faith, Emperor of India. 


To all to whom these resents shall come or whom the same may in any 
wise concern,—GREETING : 


A Proclamation of conditional amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Class 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Proclamation of 13th October, 1917,.or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the anadian Expedi- 
tionary Force. 


AND WE DO... HEREBY STRICTLY 
WARN” AND SOLEMNLY - IMPRESS 
UPON ALL SUCH MEN; and as well'those 
who employ, ‘harbour, conceal or assist. them 
in their disobedience, that, if they persist in 
their failure to report, absence or desertion 
until the expiry of the last mentioned day, 
they will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE CON- 
VENED TO TRY SUCH CASES or other |] 
competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, harbour, conceal or assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei- 
tures in that behalf by: law provided for their 
said offence. “ 


Provided however that nothing contained 
in this Our Proclamation is intended to release 
the men aforesaid from their obligation to 
report for duty as soon as possible or to grant 
them immunity from arrest or detention in the

Athens, Aug. 7.—Bulgaria is en- 
gaged in a peace offensive synchroniz- 
ing with the German movement in the 
same direction, according to Alexan- 
der Carapanos, former Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. She is playing par- 
ticularly upon the friendly sentiment 


at least in a part of Great Britain and 
the United States, he asserts. 

“The rumors of a possible about 
face on the part of Bulgaria have been 
In|confirmed by M. Michalakopoulos, our 
minister of agriculture, who has re- 
turned from London, whither he went 
on a special mission,” declares M. 
Carapanos, in an interview printed in 
the Messenger of this city. 

“Bulgaria is employing her old 
method of blackmailing her allies in 
order to obtain the largest sections of 
the territories of her neighbor and is 
exploiting the eternal philo-Bulgar 
illusion in America and England, a 
proceeding which has been employed 
particularly of late.” 

M. Carapanos recalls the “deplor- 
able consequences of the illusions 
among the Entente nations in the past, 
which weakened the confidence of 
Greece in the Entente.” He says: 
“Three years of war have shown clear- 
ly the artful and brutal policy of Bul- 
garia, as well as her ardent militar- 
ism, the purpose of which is to ac- 
complish destruction and to gain ulti- 
mate dominion with violence. It is to 
be hoped that by this time the powers 
know how to appreciate at its true 
value the pretended repentance of 
Bulgaria.” 

He lays stress on the necessity for 
the smaller Balkan allies seeing this 
question clarified. ( 

FIGHT FOR REVENGE. 


“T believe,” he continues, “that I 
interpret the ardent wish of the 
Greek people that it be no longer per- 
mitted to catch a glimpse of the un- 
happy possibility of an insane bargain- 
ing to assure the predominance of a 
Predatory race which already has 
under its talons Greek, Roumanian, 
and Serbian populations One must 
not forget that the Greek army, re- 
ceiving reinforcements daily is fight- 
ing on the Macedonian front to re- 
venge the innumerable victims of Bul- 
garian atrocities and the destruction 
of Greek communities in Bulgaria.” 

Continuing M. Carapanos speaks in 
favor of diplomatic action to clarify 
the opinion of the Allies on the neces- 
sities for the existence of the Hellenic 
race and the aims of Greece in this 
war. He says that the Allies are at 
present insufficiently informed con- 
cerning the rights of the Greeks, 

‘“The aims of the Greeks,” he says, 
“are inspired, not by egotism, but by 
the necessities of the existence of 
Greece and her independence in the 
community of nations.” 

In conclusion, M. Carapanos_ ex- 
presses the conviction that the rights 
of Greece and the equitable disposi- 
tion of the Allies guarantee that she 
will be freed from all danger. 


Washington, August 6—High tem- 
perature ‘records, that have marked 
the limits.of heat waves during all 
the periods of the official observation 
in the northeastern quarter of the 
United States were broken today. 
Washington and Baltimore by weather 
bureau thermometers registered a 
temperature of 106 degrees, a point 
not even approached by the mercury 
since 1881, and not reached then. In 
Detroit, Mich., Harrisburg, Pa., and 
Toledo, Ohio, with temperatures of 
104, new: records were established as 
did Scranton, Pa., and Cleveland, 
Ohio, which each officially registered 
100. 

There were the findings of cool 
and cloistered instruments in the 
weather bureau’s minerets. Instru- 
ments set closer to the baking pave- 
ments of city streets everywhere 
showed the mercury mounting to 
heights officially unbelievable and im- 
possible. On Pennsylvania avenue 
in the national capital, one of the 
weather bureau’s own instruments 
during the day marked 114 degrees. 

Small hopes. for immediate relief 
from the eastern territory was seen 
tonight by experts who study the 
curving map lines and cast the daily 
climatic horoscope. It was said, how- 
ever, the heat would slowly abate 
during the next two days over most 
of the area now affected. The hot 
wave Owes its existence, weather bu- 
reau officials say, to an area of low 
barometric pressure which has been 
moving languidly from west to east 
across the continent, staying just a 
little north of the normal track.

Ottawa, Aug. 6—Senator Robert- 
son, chairman of the Dominion Regis- 
tration board, was able today to an- 
nounce practically complete returns 
of the man and ‘woman power regis- 
tration, taken on June 22. With re- 
turns from a few points, more particu- 
larly in the northern parts of the wes- 
tern provinces and post of registra- 
tions still to come in, 4,811,646 people 
have registered. The completed re- 
turns, it is expected, will make the 
final figures ‘well over 5,000,000. 

The census of 1911 showed that 40 
per cent. of Canada’s population was 
under 16 years of age.” Calculated on 
the same basis this would indicate the 
present population of Canada to be 
over eight and a quarter millions, ex- 
clusive of those now overseas.
